S.R.O, 8434/IDRA/18G/1/55.—Whereas it appears to the Central Govern¬ 
ment that tor securing the equitable distribution and availability at fair prices 
of ordinary Portland cement produced within the State of Travaneore-Cochin. it 
Is necessary to control the price at which such cement may be sold within that 
State; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 18G of the 
Industries (Development and Regulation) Act, 1951 (LXV of 1951), the Central 
Government hereby directs that with effect on and from the fourth day of 
November, 1955, no person producing such cement within the said State shall 
sell or offer to sell it at a price exceeding Rs. 64/- (Rupees sixty-four only) 
per ton ex-works: 

Provided that nothing in the foregoing paragraph shall be deemed to prevent 
such person from recovering also the following charges, namely:— 

(1) the amount of duty leviable on the quantity sold, under the Central 
Excises and Salt Act, 1944 (I of 1944); 

(ii) such amount of packing charges as may be settled between such 

person and the buyer, at a rate not exceeding Rs. 13/15/- per ton; 
and 

(iii) the amount of the sales-tax leviable under the law in force in the 

said State in respect of the transaction.
